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The  newest  of  the  new  in  strikes  has  occurred 
in  Chicago,  that  center  of  social  and  labor 
strikes.  One  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  of  the 
Andrew  Jackson  School  went  out  on  "strike" 
the  other  day  because  their  favorite  teacher  was 
suspended  upon  complaint  of  Principal  Hedges. 
Not  content  with  striking,  they  mobbed  the 
school  and  the  principal,  causing  the  police  re- 
serves to  be  called  out.  Remember  these  strikers 
are  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  fourteen. 
Their  example  was  followed  by  the  pupils  of 
the  Hammond  School,  and  the  streets  of  Chi- 
cago were  paraded  over  by  striking  school  chil- 
dren who  did  not  yet  know  the  three  R's. 
Surely,  a  dose  of  shingle  oil  was  needed  for  such 
strikes. 

From  the  above  city  there  also  comes  the 
news  of  a  proposed  Teachers'  Union,  to  belong 
to  the  United  Labor  Unions.  What  next — a 
Father's  Union  or  a  Mother's  Union?  Neverthe- 
less, the  proposed  union  would  be  a  benefit  to 
other  unions,  for  it  would  keep  them  in  check. 
Tnat  is,  if  a  sympathetic  strike  was  ordered  for  a 
small  number  of  striking  tailors,  the  teachers 
would  refuse  to  cease  teaching  the  non-union 
tailors'  sons,  and  by  arguing  would  deter  the 
strike.  The  benefit  to  the  teachers  would  only 
be  in  the  matter  of  wages  and  reform  move- 
ments.

The  Americans  are  horse-poor — but  not  as 
some  people  are  land-poor,  because  they  have  too 
much  land,  but  because  there  is  a  scarcity  of 
horses.  The  Civil  War  took  nearly  all  the  good 
breeds  of  horses,  and  it  has  taken  years  to  build 
up  the  stock  again.  Moreover,  the  U.  S.  has  ex- 
ported a  great  many  horses  to  Europe  and  Africa 
during  the  war.  So  that  the  price  of  good  horse- 
flesh is  just  ten  times  as  much  as  in  the  old  days.

The  quest  of  the  Golden  Girl  by  poor  noblemen 
of  England  and  Germany  is  becoming  a  menace 
to  this  country.  Yearly,  millions  of  dollars  are 
taken  out  of  the  country  in  this  way,  and  the 
worst  of  it  is  that  often  times  the  nobleman  turns 
out  not  to  be  a  nobleman  after  the  marriage. 
It  is  proposed  that  the  United  States  charge  a 
duty  of  sixty  per  cent  on  unmarried  foreign 
noblement  entering  this  country,  for  the  foreign 
competition  threatens  society. 


The  news  that  Japan  is  building  warships  for 
Uncle  Sam  comes  as  a  surprise  to  the  American 
public.  That  so  young  a  nation — young  in 
awakening  to  the  civilization  of  the  world — 
should  be  able  to  construct  warships  for  other 
nations  seems  incredible.  Yet  she  is  building 
three  large  gunboats,  especially  intended  for  ser- 
vice in  the  Philippines,  for  the  United  States. 
One  has  already  been  launched.  Truly,  Japan 
is  progressive.

One  of  the  interesting  things  to  note  in  the 
progress  of  the  United  States  is  the  rural  mail  de- 
livery system.  It  is  a  very  rapid  growth,  only 
$50,000  being  appropriated  in  1898,  while  in  1902 
the  amount  was  $7,000,000.  Large  districts,  miles 
from  the  village  postoffices,  are  now  in  communi- 
cation with  the  outside  world  through  the  rural 
mail  carriers.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Post- 
office  authorities  to  extend  rural  delivery  over  a 
million  square  miles. 

A  treaty  has  been  signed  between  Newfound- 
land and  the  United  States  regarding  the  fish- 
eries. It  concedes  to  the  American  fishermen 
the  right  to  get  bait  on  the  shores  of  Newfound- 
land, and  gives  the  Newfoundlanders  the  right 
to  sell  fish  in  the  United  States.  The  New  Eng- 
land fishermen  are  opposed  to  the  latter  clause 
in  the  treaty,  but  the  benefit  in  trade  through 
Newfoundland  will  outweigh  their  protests. 

Cuba  is  already  feeling  the  effects  of  modern 
Americanization.  Prior  to  the  American  occupa- 
tion in  1898,  only  about  one-third  of  the  island 
enjoyed  railroad  facilities;  now  a  road  400  miles 
in  length  is  about  to  be  opened  to  the  public,  ex- 
tending over  the  eastern  half  of  the  island.

It  is  a  strange  fact,  but  for  nearly  twenty  years 
the  Princeton  football  team  has  had  a  descendant 
of  the  famous  poet  Poe's  family  on  its  lists.  This 
set  of  Poe's  relations  have  given  Princeton  her 
reputation  on  the  oval,  and  yet  the  Poe  men  are 
all  average  sized.    Still  they  can  play  football.

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BERKELEY  HIGH  VS.  ST.  MATTHEW'S. 


On  last  Saturday  our  team  played  St.Matthew's 
a  game  of  football  that  will  long  be  remembered 
in  Berkeley.  After  playing  a  hard  game  a  week 
before  with  St.  Matthew's,  in  which  the  score 
was  0 — 0,  our  boys  took  a  very  violent  brace 
and  beat  St.  Matthew's  on  their  own  grounds 
by  the  decisive  score  of  29 — o.  One  thing  which 
might  be  mentioned  here  is  that  the  rooters  who 
went  down  to  see  the  game  supported  the  team 
in  every  way  possible,  and  as  the  team  themselves 
said:  "They  helped  us  win." 

The  game  was  full  of  spectacular  plays  and 
brilliant  runs.  The  most  thrilling  event  of  the 
day,  however,  was  the  lOO-yard  run  to  a  touch- 
down from  St.  Matthew's  kick  off,  made  by  Chas. 
Monson.  An  expert  opinion  of  this  run  is  that 
it  was  the  interference,  coupled  with  some  clever 
dodging,  that  did  it,  the  run  being  made  straight 
up  the  center  of  the  field  and  through  the  entire 
St.  Matthew's  team. 

Merritt  was  the  one  who  clinched  the  game  by 
blocking  St.  Matthew's  punt.  As  the  ball 
bounded  off,  Patton  picked  it  up  and  made  a 
touchdown. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  second  half,  Monson 
returned  a  kick  off,  and  when  it  was  fumbled  by 
St.  Matthew's,  McQuesten  secured  it,  and,  after 
getting  clear  of  the  bunch  of  players,  made  a 
touchdown. 

In  punting  we  always  made  good  gains,  and  the 
goal  kicking  by  Duggan  was  something  which 
is  not  often  seen  in  a  "prep,  school"  contest. 
They  were  always  cleaned  kicked  and  never  failed 
to  pass  between  the  posts.  Besides  kicking  four 
goals,  he  made  one  place  kick  from  the  40-yard 
line. 

The  game  was  called  at  1:35  p.  m.  Berkeley 
kicked  off  to  40-yard  line.  Before  the  runner 
could  advance  the  ball,  he  was  tackled  by  Dug- 
gan. The  ball  then  zig-zagged  up  and  down  the 
field,  neither  side  having  the  advantage.  Our 
boys  had  the  ball  at  one  time  on  their  40-yard 
line,  but  lost  it  again  on  a  fumble.    Near  the  end 


of  the  first  half  McQuesten  punted  to  within  about 
ten  yards  of  the  goal,  and  after  the  ball  had  been 
fumbled  by  the  St.  Matthew's  quarter-back,  Fos- 
ter fell  on  it.  By  hard  bucking,  our  boys  made  a 
touchdown.  The  last  down  of  this  half  was  one 
that  caused  the  most  intense  excitement.  Patton 
had  the  ball  and  was  on  the  top  of  a  struggling, 
pushing  masss,  and  it  looked  as  though  he  would 
be  pushed  back,  but  when  our  two  big  guards 
got  on  our  side  of  the  pile,  he  was  soon  shoved 
over  the  line.  The  first  half  ended  without  further 
events.    Score,  6 — o. 

The  second  half  started  with  St.  Matthew's 
playing  a  desperate  game.  By  fierce  line  buck- 
ing they  gradually  forced  our  team  back.  Final- 
ly we  secured  the  ball  and  punted.  St.  Matthew's, 
after  trying  unsuccessfully  to  buck  our  line, 
was  forced  to  kick.  This  kick  was  blocked  in 
the  most  sensational  manner  by  Merritt  and  Pat- 
ton, after  securing  the  ball,  made  a  touchdown. 
The  goal  was  kicked  by  Duggan.    Score,  12 — 0. 

Then  came  the  heartrending  play  (for  St.  Mat- 
thews, at  least)  of  making  a  touchdown  from  a 
kick  off.  Soon  after  this  Duggan  made  a  place 
kick.  St.  Matthew's  again  kicked  off,  Monson 
returned  it,  McQuesten  secured  it  and  made  an- 
other touchdown.  This  made  four  touchdowns 
and  one  place  kick  for  our  team.  This  was  the 
last  play  of  the  day,  as  time  was  up  almost  imme- 
diately after  the  play. 

Besides  the  several  brilliant  plays  on  the  of- 
fensive, there  were  some  good  plays  made  on  the 
defensive.
